— One 
thousand people, the majority of them 
women, besieged the criminal court 
and swept down the aisles, pushing 
chairs and everything movable against 
the judge's bench. 
Court officers 
who 
attempted

stem the tide were swept aside, and 
at the trial of Mrs. Laura F. Schenk, 
accused of 
poisoning 
her husband, 
it was only after one woman had nar­ 
rowly 
escaped 
being 
trampled 
to 
death, another losing her overshoes 
and a third having her pocket picked, 
that quiet was restored. 
Dr. Frank Lo Moyne Hupp was on 
the stand. He It was who first discov­ 
ered the arsenic in the lithia water 
and the medicine that was being ad­ 
ministered to John O. Schenk by his 
wife. 
Dr. Hupp testified that he was called 
to attend Mr. Schenk on the 13th of 
October, and Mrs. Schenk told him 
that her husband was very 111. The 
dot tor prescribed for him and returned 
the following day to make a more com­ 
plete 
axamination. 
Continuing, 
Dr. 
Hupp testified: “I noticed Schenk was 
pale, instead of having a reddish j>'.ik 
color. I noticed a dark line about un- 
gums and a dirty colored tongue. The 
reflexes of his joints were a little ex­ 
aggerated, as by tapping just below 
the knee he would jerk. 
On tapping 
his abdomen he complained of tender­ 
ness. His heart action was little faster 
than it should be.” 


W ife Satisfied to Let Him Die. 
The witness said that he continued 
to call on Mr. Schenk, and on th*- 19th 
of October when he visited the house 
he found Mrs S< honk crying, with her 
arni about her young son. She said to 
him: "If It were not for my darling 
sweetheart I wish I was not here,” 
meaning the boy. 
"Then," said Dr. Hupp, "she turned 
to me and said: ‘Doctor, perhaps I 
would be better satisfied if you would 
let him die.’ ” 
Dr. Hupp further said 
that in the quinine that he prescribed 
for Mr. Bch* nk there was one-ninth of 
I a grain of arsenic. 
“On a later visit to the house,” said 
Dr. Hupp, ”1 made an examination of 
the I’allardale water that was being 
given and found that it had a strong 
aromatic perfume. With the aid of the 
nurse on duty I managed to secure a 
sample of this water. This was bottled, 
sent to the Johns Hopkins hospital at 
Baltimore and there an analysis of it 
was made. It revealed arsenic in the 
w-ater. 


Medicine Was Changed. 
"Later I also found that the medi­ 
c i n e I left for Mr. Schenk to take was 
changed in color. 
I sent samples of 
it away, and analysis of it revealed 
the presence of arsenic. Finally I or­ 
dered that Mr. Schenk he removed to 
the North Wheeling hospital. 
"While a patient there I found that 
ais medicine was tampered with. Mrs. 
Schenk complained to me about his be­ 
ing at the hospital and said that she 
would much rather have him at home. 
I told her that his condition was such 
that he should remain at the hospital. 
She said that she would have him 
brought h6me herself, and It was then 
that I called in Albert Schenk, brother 
of John; Dr T. M Haskins and Prose 
outing Attorney Handlan. 
“Immediate action was decided on, 
and Mrs. Schenk was arrested. 
I me* 
her in the office of the prosecuting at­ 
torney, and she said to me with great 
su rp rise and agitation: ‘What do you 
think, doctor? Some of us are accused 
of poisoning John.' 
I told her it was 
no great surprise to me. 
“I broke the news to John O Schenk 
that his wife had been arrested for 
attempting to poison him. He became 
very excited and for some little time 
bls condition was exceedingly danger­ 
ous. He has continu**d to get better, 
but at the present time he is still far 
from being a well man.” 
Mrs. Schenk was in a very good 
humor 
paid the closest attention 
to everything that was said, and sev­ 
eral times prompted hor counsel.

Washington. Jan. ll.—Commander 
William S. Sims, commanding the bat­ 
tleship Minnesota, and formerly naval 
aide to President Roosevelt, will be 
reprimanded publicly for his alleged 
indiscreet

speech marie at the Guild hall in lo n ­ 
don, on Dee. 3, last, when the officers 
and men of the fleetiwere entertained 
by the lord mayor of Loudon. 
President Taft’s decision was an­ 
nounced at the White House after the 
cabinet meeting, when the text of a 
letter written by Mr. Taft to the Sec­ 
retary of the Navy Mover was made 
public, directing that Mr. Meyer repri­ 
mand Commander Sims. 
The statement in which Commander 
Sims promised Great Britain the last 
drop of Amerfeau blood was telegraph­ 
ed to German newspapers, and. to­ 
gether with the failure of the Heed to 
visit Germany, was made the basis for 
a wave of comment in the German 
press against the United States. 
Secretary Meyer asked Commander 
Sims for an explanation of the au­ 
thenticity of the statement. He replied 
that the remark attributed to him by 
the newspapers was correct. He said, 
however, that his remarks were on the 
spur of the moment and without prep­ 
aration, and he explained that he was 
stating only his iiersonal opinion. 
The president in his letter to Secre­ 
tary Meyer says that whenever an of­ 
ficer of the American navy "is called 
upon in a foreign country to speak in 
public-, so that what he says will ne­ 
cessarily lie brought to the attention 
of the people of other foreign coun­ 
tries, It is his obvious duty to avoid 
invidious comparisons and to limit his 
speech and his expressions of friend­ 
ship for the country whose guest he 
is, to language that will not indicate 
a lack of friendship toward other coun­ 
tries.

Senator Crawford, of South Dakota. 
den uneed the alleged methods em- 
p ox cd by the agents of Senator Wil­ 
liam Lorimor in the legislature of Illi­ 
nois, and declared It his conviction 
that Mr. Lorimor was not entitled to 
retain his seat in the upper branch of 
congress. 
More thnn usual Interest attached 
to the speech because Mr. Crawford 
took a stand directly opposed to that 
occupied by his colleague. Mr. Gam 
bl-. 
In the face of Mr. I x>ri tiler's re­ 
d ded p it r-stat Ions of Innocence Sena­ 
tor Crawford flatly charged that the 
latter was cognizant of the question­ 
able practices of his lieut manta. 
"I regret to say it," declared Mr. 
Crawford with emphasis, "but I am 
personally convinced that Mr. Loritm-r 
knew enough about what was going 
on at Springfield to put a reasonably 
prudent man upon inquiry; that Shurl- 
1* rf and Brow ne 
were his political 
agents, and that he ratified their a* ts 
and accepted the fruits of their cor­ 
rupt practices, of which he must at 
least have hail sonic knowledge- and 
that lie was not legally and duly e le c t ­ 
ed to a seat in the United States sen­ 
ate by the legislature of Illinois.” 
The evidence, in his opinion, showed 
conclusively that the election of Mr. 
Lorimor was the outcome of a r a r e 
fully laid plan, beginning with the 
election of Edward SburtlefT, whom he

GALE DRIVES 
17 TO DEATH 


Three Barges Beaten to Pieces 


on Cape Cod. 


TOW LINE PARTED IN GALE 


Many Ph iladelp hians A m o ng V ictim s 


of D isaster on 
Dreaded Sand s on 


M assachu setts Coast. 


Highland Light, Mass., Jan. ll. — 
Tho tragic history of Peaked Hill bars 
received a substantial addition when 
three coal barges were driven ou the 
dri a d d sands at the Knuckle of Cape 
Cod. and seventen lives wore lost. 
Tho barges 
wire tho 
Trevorton, 
Captain F. I. Brown, of LneolnvlUe, 
Me., aud six men; the Corbin, Captain 
C. Smith, of Philadelphia, and four 
seamen; the Pine Forest, Captain M. 
W. Hall, of Provincetown, Mass., and 
four sailors. 
Tho Trevorton was bound to Port­ 
land, Me,; the Corbin to Portsmouth, 
N. IL, and the Pine Forest to Marble­ 
head, Mass. 
The three barges sailed 
from Philadelphia. 
It was from the tug Lykens that the 
barges broke ail rift just as the dou­ 
bling of the cai** was almost accom­ 
plished. The gale wan blowing fifty 
miles an hour when Highland Light 
was passed, and hauling well into the 
northward, made the ten miles of sand 
dunes around this point to the Race. 
the worst kind of a le<- shore. The tow- 
lines snspjted aud a few minutes later 
the barges were in the* breakers. 
No Ship Ever Escaped. 
In the marine history of ra p e Cod 
no large vessel has yet grounded on 
Peaked HUI bars and escaped destruc­ 
tion The three (larges began breaking 
tip almost immediately, ami by day­ 
light wreckage v. .ut 
.ming ashore and 
sunrise disclosed but tine of the three 
barges remaining, and that one. Hie 
Pine Forest, was showing every indi­ 
cation of following the fat* of the oth­ 
er two. 
On the beach stood three life saving 
crews, powerless to aid the men who 
could be seen clingiYig to the wreck 
of the Pine Forest. 8tr«4ching out for 
Ms* yards was a seething mass of tum­ 
bling seas, in which even a lifeboat 
could not have lived, while the dis­ 
tance was too far for a shot from the 
life gun. 
The tug, w hi* h hovered in 
the offing, was unable to run in close 
for fear of grounding also. 
Bodies Washed Ashore. 
The life savers patrolled the iteaeh 
and their watch was soon rewarded by 
the discovery of two bodies tossing 
about in the breakers. 
Tina© were 
hauled ashore. 
About each body was 
strapped a life belt, on which was 
stenciled the word "Treverton.** 
In the meantime the 
Pine Forest 
was being hammered Yiterciiessly. The 
crew clung on until about lo o’clock, 
arui then, giving up hoi* of help from 
shore, launched their own lifeboat and 
tumbled into it. 
The second sea that hit the barge, 
after the crew left her. swept around 
her stern, and those on shore taw the 
four m**n thrown into the surf. 
This 
completed the iatalities of the day, 
ami the life savers hauled their appa­ 
ratus i»ack to the houses, hut contin­ 
ued their patrol tor bodies. 
The Lykens remained around until 
it was sent that all the barges were 
wrecked and then run around into 
Provincetown. 
The disaster was one of the heav­ 
iest in loss of life on Tape Cod in 
many years. 
The bodies from the three wrecks 
came ashore quite rapidly after the 
tide had turned, and at 2 p. rn. twelve 
bodies had t»een recovered aud were 
taken to a temporary morgue at Prov­ 
incetown.
